UNIVERSAL BROTHERHOOD 


CALGARY, Jan. 25.—Because he 
claims that he was unlawfully ex- 
communicated from the Christian 
Community of Universal Brotherhood 
Ltd. (the Doukhobor organization), 
for the reason that he educated his 
children according to the laws of 
Canada, Nicholas J. Verigin, of Blair- 
more, Alberta, is suing for $21,466.00 
as recompense for work done for the 
community and an additional $5000 
damages. 

, Suit was entered at Calgary on 
Tuesday by E. V. Robertson, acting 
for the plaintiff. 

Nicholas Verigin is a nephew of 
Peter. Verigin, now canonized as Pe- 
tex Lordly, former leader of the sect,

“Anniversary of Watt’ s Birth 


Father of Steam-Engine was born 191 
: Years Ago January 19 
January 19, was the one hundred 

and ninety-frst anniversary of the 
birth of a ‘man whose .contribution to 
mechanics proved to be an epoch 
making event in the industrial life, 
not only of his own country, but of the 
whole civilized world. This man was 
James Watt, who, in a certain sense 
was the father of the steam-engine. In 
a crude and not very useful form, the 
steam-engine existed before Watt 
turned his attention to it, but it was 
he engine that he evolved that made 
possible the use of steam as.a Sreat 
inolive _power. 

James Watt, born at Greenock, near 
Glasgow, Scotland, on Janutry 19, 
1736, became, when .a young man, 
mathematical instrument maker to 
Glasgow University. He also acted as 
civil engineer, making. surveys for 
several important - harbors and for 
deepening the Forth and Clvde Canal, 
and fox the Caledonia Canal. 

Watt was often consulted about sup- 
posed inventions and discoveries, and 
his invariable rule was to recommend 
that a model should be formed and 
tried. This he considered as the only 
true test of the value of any novelty 
in ‘mechanics. He died in 1819.

In arriving at the huge total of 
losses the report gives the following 
tabulation: Merchandise frauds, $500,- 
000,000; credit frauds, $265,000,000; 
robbery theft and holdups :$100,000,- 
000; burglary, $525,000,000.

prosecution.
